THOMAS JAYNE IVEY 
OF HARBORD IS DEAD 


Thomas Jayne Ivey, M.A., science 
master at Harbord collegiate, died 
yesterday in his 53rd year at his 
late residence, 103 Constance street 
after an illness of six weeks. ‘ 

The late Mr. Ivey, was born In 
Campbellford on September 198, 
1874. He was educated in Camp- 
eliford high school and entered the 
UnivefSty_ of Toronto at sixteen 
years of age in 1890, graduating 
from that institution at twenty 
years of agé in 1894. On graduat 
ing he received the double gola 
medal for general proficiency ana 
one medal in natural felence. The 
following year he took his M. A 
degree and Faculty of Education ip 
1895. 

The late Mr. Ivey first. began 
teaching in Madoc high school, re- 
maining there for six ' years, later 
teaching in Sarnia Collegiaté for 
two. years. Coming to Toronto in 
1904 he took up his duties as as- 
sistant science master of Jarvis 
Street Collegiate, and remained 
there until 1908. In that year he 
went to Harbord Street ‘Collegiate 
as head science master, continuing a 
very successful’ teaching career un- 
til his illness which terminated. in 
his death. 

Many ‘pupils of the late Mr. Ivey. 

M.A., won high scholarships in 
science. 
‘In speaking of the late Mr. Ivey, 
Colonel Haggerty, principal of Har- 
bord Collegiate, said: ‘The staff 
and pupils of the school feel the loss 
very deeply. The late Mr. Ivey 
was one of the most efficient 
teachers we ever had‘and leaves be- 
hind “him a splendid record in teach 
ing.” 

The late Mr. Ivey was married in 
1901 to Gertrude Hill in Madoc ana 
three years later made their home 
in Toronto. 

Mr. Ivey was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Anglican Church ot 
Epiphany. He aiso was membér 
of Masons York Lodge of Bay of 
Quinte. Mrs. Ivey is the only 
surviving member of the family. 

Pupils and teachers of Harbord 
Collegiaie joined this afternoon ‘in 

the loss of the school’s 
master, Thomas Jayne Ivey, 
M.A., whose fuheral took place 
from his residence, 103. Constance 
street. Many prominent educa- 
tionists and members of ihe ceach 
ing profession, in addition io inany 
friends at-ended the service, which 
“was conducted by Rey.Canon Dyson 
Hague, of the Church of the Epi- 
phany. Assisting him in the simple 
Angiican order of service was Rey. 
W. G. Sunter, of the Church of the 
Resurrection. A* few words ot 
tribute to Mr. Ivey were said by 
Rey. C. Melville Wright, of Bloor 
Street United Church. Interment 
was in Park Lawn Cemetery.

Why not have a “winter garden” of 
bulbs in your home this year? Bulbs 
‘aro the simplest things to plant and 
ean easily be made to bloom when you 
want them. They are kept im the cel- 
lar or in a cool place and brought 


are needed for blossoming. 

Bulbs may be planted in either soil 
or water. When soil is used, three 
bulbs are generally planted in each 
five- or six-inch porous flower-pot. A 
layer of cinders or small pieces of 


the bottom of the container to furnish 
the necessary drainage. Over this, 
two or three inches of soil may be laid, 
and the bulbs placed in position. Then 
fill in the soil around the bulbs until 
ft reaches slightly above the lower 
edgo of the flowerpot rim. After 
planting, the bulbs are thoroughy 
watered and set away in the cellar 
ér in some cool place. They should 
not be watered again until the soil 
appears light-colored, as too much 
water wilt vemuse the bulbs to rot. 
Hyacinth bulbs are“wsually grown 
with more than one bulb to a pot; and 
they may be planted just below the so’ 
surface or one-half to one-third above 
the surface of the soil. Easter lilies 
require a tather rich soil which should 


ie flower-pot #hould be placed in 


just cover the top of the bulbs. Tulip)’ 


bulbs shoul}: be planted deep in the 
soil, and the outer reddish covering 
should be removed before planting. 


PREPARING WATER CULTURE 


the water method can be used to 
grow all bulbs except Easter lily and 
the tulip. To prepare a dish to hold 
halbs grown in water, gravel, charcoal 
and pobbles are generally use. The 
bottom of he dish is filled with gravel 
mixed with powdered charcoal or with 

vel and cinders. The remainder of 
the space in the bowl or dish should 
be filled nearly to the top with pebbles 
which will hold the. bulbs in “place. 
From one to three bulbs are’ planted 
in each dish. If the bulbs are small 
enough, three of the bulbs can be 
placed in the form of a triangle. 

Too much water on bulbs in water 
culture'often causes them to rot. Until 
the roots have started to develop, ‘the 
base of the bulbs should just touch the 
water in the container. After this 
the water is kept a little below the 
bulb. 

Newly planted bulbs, whether in 
soil or water) should be kept in a cool, 
@ark place until a godd root system. 
has developed. The bulbs should not 
be brought to the light during ‘this

Keeping Cut 
Flowers Fresh 


There are many ways in which the 
life of cut flowers can be lengthened 
very considerably—a not unimportant 
consideration for those who like flow- 
ers, but have to study economy. 
Flowers purchased from a_ florist 
should be placed in water to which a 
pinch of carbonate of soda has been 
previously added ‘and stirred. In- 
stead of beginning’ to wilt in three or 
four days or Jess, the flowers, if in 
good condition when bought, wil) last 
for 10 days or a fortnight, The re- 
quisite amount of fresh water should 
be added daily, and dvery. third day & 
corplete hew supply of carbonated 
water. ‘If bought flowers do not look 
very fresh, the ends of the stalks 
should be snipped off and the latter 
dipped into hot—not bolling—water 
for 10 minutes. The effect is really 
wonderful, The flowers can then 
be transferred into catbonated water.

British Families to Get Cana- 
ae 
London.—Five hundred British fa- 
milies are to be given farms in New 
Brunswick in the next six years, un- 
der the Anglo-Canadian agreement 
just made public. Advances up to 
£300 will be given to each family by 
the British Government ,repayable to- 
gether with the land cost over 25 

years. 

The _ New Brunswick Government 
co-operates in this agreement, which 
officials here hope may be the begin- 
ning of a big movement for attracting 
suitable British immigrants «to the 
maritime provinces of Canada. 

Ottawa.—Co-operation between the 
British _Government, the Canadian 
Government and the Government of 
New Brunswick is shown in a plan an- 
nounced by the Department of Im- 
migration and Colonization for locat- 
ing British settlers on farms. in New 
Brunswick. This marks the first con- 
crete step toward combined Domirion 
and Proviricial action in co-operation | 
with the British Government toward 
providing farms for the placement of 
British settlers in Canada and is one 
of several settlement schemes ar- 
ranged by Hon. Robert Forke, Minis- 
ter of Immigration and Colonization, 
when he was recently in Great Bri- 
tain. 

Arrangements which have just been 
signed on’ behalf of the respective 
governments. provide for the place- 
ment of 600 British settlers and their 
families on improved farms ip New 
Brunswick during the period from 
March 1, 1928, to March 31, 1934. The} 
plan follows the general scheme of 
the 3,000 Brtish families settlement 
plan which has already met with so | 
much success, except that in this case 
the Canadian co-operation will be 
given by the province and the Do- 
minion working together instead of 
exclusively by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

The. Dominion Government, through 
its Department of Immigration and 
Colonization, will recruit and select 
the settlers in the British Isles and, 
co-operating with the Government of 
New Brunswick, will locate the set- 
tlers in that province and extend eet- 
tlement service through its Land Set- 
tlement. Branch. The Government of 
New Brunswick will acquire the 
necessary farms and will sell them to 
the settler on terms calling for 25 an- 
nual payments with interest amor- 
tized at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum The British Government will 
{ provide funds for acquiring stock and 
equipment, and for seed, feed and 
initial payments on. farms, which 
sums will be payable on the same 
terms as the price of the land.

Canadian Engineers Have Discovered the Only Portion left 
Intact of all 


the Battle Fields Along the 
Western Front 


To Be Preserved as a Permanent Memorial 


MOVING ‘SIGHT 


By “A Canadian in France” 


Vimy Ridge, Monday, Oct. 17 


Thousands of former soldiers are. 
visiting the battlefields of France and 
Belgium in the hope of finding 
trenches, dug-outs, or the exact spot 
where they received their “‘blighties,” 

In the Ypres Salient they see no- 
thing but flourishing flelds of corn; 
flax, oats, and barley. There ‘s not a 
trench left in Belgium except a fow 
doubtful. examples on Hill 60. 

Tn France the scars pt war are more 
visible, but a strenuous peasantry has 
filled the shell holes and has rebuilt 
its farms on the frout line. It is 
amazing how swiftly the plough and 
the building contractor have wiped 
out all traces of war, : 


Sniper's Post 


I found today the only spot in 
France’ wheto a man can feel that he 
fs back again in 1914-1918; where 
he can stand at a sniper’s post and fit 
the rotted butt of a rusted rifle to his 
shoulder as he peeps out between 
the bushes towards the German 
trenches. The wire is still up in “No 
man’s Land,” duck boards Me in the 
trenches, officers’ beds, rotting and 
collapsed, still lie in the chalk dug- 
outs, 

Hundreds of names and many mess- 
ages are written on the chalk in in- 
delible pencil, as fresh as when they 
were written ten years ago Mills 
bombs with the pins in them repose 
on iedges, cans of bully beef, tin 
hats—all the familiar debris of those 
gad days—are to be seen as they were 
left. 

This amazing spot is the famous 
Grange Tunnel, on Vimy Ridge, which 
has just been opened up by the Cana- 


dian Battlefield Memortal 
sion. It is to be prese: for the 
benefit of posterity as a of text- 
book on trench warfare, and is destin- 
ed to become the most remarkable re- 
Uo of the war. 


Living Memorial 


The project began & year ago as a 
sideline to the Canadian memorial 
on Vimy Ridge, which will not be 
completed until 1931, The stone for 
this stupendous shrine comes from 
the ancient Roman quarries round the 
Bay of Spalato in Dalmatia, ‘While 
waiting for supplies of this stone to 
arrive, it occurred to the Canadian 
engineers that it might be interest- 
ing to try to locate the famots Grange 
Labyrinth—the miles of underground 
passages which the Canadians pushed 
out to within a few yards of the 
enemy’s lines. és 

Map references were taken, and the 
entrance to the tunnel was discover- 
ed choked up with brushwood. The 
work of clearing the tunnel has taken 
a year, and it is not yet completed. 

So interesting were the discovertes 
that the commission decided to re- 
build the trenches, preserve the dug- 
outs, and make the Grange Tunne) a 
permanent sight. “The trenches have 
been lined with* concrete sandbags. 
The concrete is poured in wet, so that 
when the sandbagy rot the marks of 
the -mesh will remain; the duck- 
boards have been cast in concrete, all 
wood has been taken out of the dug- 
outs, and the passages have been re- 
inforced with concrete and metal. 
The Grange Tunnel has at least a 
century of life before it.

Runs a Toy Train 


Scientist Shows How  Grid- 
low Tube Responds in 
éstof Radio Device 


LIGHTS UP CARS, -TOO 


A scientist passed his hai across 
a small silvered globe: attached to a 
vacuum tube and a miniature electric 
train lighted up in all its wihdows and 
began circling a track. As it approach- 
ed a little red railway station the 
lights of the station glowed also and 
remained alight until the train went 
on. , The scientist removed his hand, 
the train stopped and its lights wink- 
ed out. 

‘The scientist was 5. M. Kintner, 
manager of the Research Department 
of the Westinglfouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company, and in the 
course of a lecture before the |New 
York Railroad Club in the main audi- 
torilum of the United Engineering So- 
clety, in New York City. 

Mr. Kintner's railroad demonstra- 
tion was one et several by which he 
showed the by-product inventions 
which have come with the perfection 
of the vacuum tube used ia ordifiary 
radio .receiving sets. 

Multipiles Its Energy. 

The tube used in this demonstra- 
tion, ‘Mt. Kintner explained, was the 
grid-glow tube, invented by D. D. 
Knowles of the Westinghouse staff, 
and capable.of multiplying the energy 
used to start its operation 100,000,000 
times. With such™® device a fly could 
start a battleship. 

If resembles any ordinary ?adio 
tube, but has no heated électrode and 
contains neon gas. 

“With this grid left disconnected no 
current can pass,” said Mr. Kintner, 
“since the grid collects a charge of 
some of the free electrons and blocks 
operation of the tube. If, however, 
the charge is removed from the grid 
the tube operates and passes suffi- 
cfent current to operate a relay which 
in turn will close or open a circuit 
which can be made to operaté any 
suitable electrical device. /If an alter- 
nating current is used this can be 
done by means of a small condenser. 
In this apparatus I am demonstrating 
the metal-coated inner surface of this 
sphere serves as one plate of the con- 
denser-and my hand as the other.” 

The particular sphere used, Mr. 
Kintner explained, was the same one 
used by the late E. H. Gary to atart 
the Homestead Mills by a wave of his 
hand in his New York office. Mr. 
Kintner made a similar gesture, the 
gas in the tube glowed pinkly, and 
the little} train began to move, while 
the 100 railroad men present applaud- 
ed. » 

Can Light Up Alrports. 

Mr. Kintner also used other tubes— 
by-products of the radio—to show 
how the sound of an approaching air-

plane can turn on the landing lights t 


of an airport. In this case the sound | 


was produced from d phonograph re- 
cord of an airplane engine, greatly 
amplified, and the wall lights in the 
auditorium were turned on. 
Preceding Mr. Kintner’s demon- 
stration, I. F. Byrnes of the Radio En- 
gineering Department*of the General 
Electric Company, explained a radio 
telephone system for use on trains. 
It is now on actual ‘daily service on 
two trains on the New York Central 
Railroad, he said, though the work ot | 
improving it is.still going on. ] 
Its- principal use at present, said 
Mr. Byrnes, is communicating from 
the caboose to the cab of a long 
freight, train, and in communicating 
with locomotives moving cars in 
Classification yards. Antennae are 
placed on both the tender and the 
caboose and’ stanchly made receiving 
and transmitting sets, guarding 
against yibration, shock and mois-| 
ture, are carried on the train.

Liberal Disaster. 

Never had any party suffered a dis- 
aster comparable with the shattering 
of Liberalism. Not only was the vote 
split with Labor, but what was left of 
it had been discouraged by the inter- 
necine feuds between the friends of 
Asquith and of Lloyd George. Per- 
sonalities devastated politics and La- 
bor loudly acclaimed the end of the 
faith held by, Bright and Gladstone. , 

Yet no other party than the Liberal 
Party would look at Lloyd George. 
The score or two of “Wee Frees,” as 
they were playfully described, who in 
the House of Commons survived the 
debacle, were his only chance, and 
half of them hated him with the 
hatred of a vendetta, Yet he began 
to recover his position. 

But, even at the worst of times, 
Lloyd George was never down as well 
as out. No statesman who has been 
Prime Minister is superanuated ex- 
cept by disease or death. He is held 
inireserve, sitting as befofe in Parlia- 
ment and joining still in debate. Party 
or no party, Lloyd George in the 
House of Commons has continued to 
be a personality. "To ignore a man 
who speaks as he speaks has been 
impossible. 

As Prime Minister he was criti- 
cized by others.

STIRLING STATION 
IS WRECKED 


Stirling station of the Canadian 
National Railways was badly wreck- 
ed on Sunday morning about six 
fifteen o’clock when five cars of o 
southeast bound manifest grain 
freight were derailed by a broken 
wheel, one car plunging over the 
platform and tearing the front out 
of the-station and demolishing the 
partition. between the freight and 
waiting room and hopelessly upset: 
ting the line of ‘communication. 
Wheat by the thousands of bushels 
was spread about the tracks which 
into almost unrecog- 
nizable shape. All day long the 
eréw and helpers worked ge‘ting 
the freight cars back on the line, 
repairing’ the track and bagging up 
One of the, cars was 
splintered and shattered. 

‘As the grain train was a manifest 
from Lindsay to Belleville, and as it 
was a freight, it happened that no 
person was near platform or station 
at the time. Had there been likely 
a tragedy would have occurred, 

The accident was one of the most 
unusual in local experience. The 
happening was directly in front ot 
the station and the front of ihe 
train had got by. Suddenly the 
middle of the train began to curt 
like a snake > and it was but a few 
seconds before the middle of the 
train and the station precincts were 
a mass of wreckage. No one was 
hurt, the crew escaping without in- 
jury. 

The station had just been freshly 
pain‘ed on Saturday night, the paint 
car being still on the siding at the 
time of the incident. 

Thousands visited the scene ou 
Sunday as the news of the wreck 
spread in all directions in the 
country and in the village.

Mead-Hunting Methods.

Jage—a mere clearing in the jungle 
ringed about with huts made of treo 
branches—human heads. no bigger 
than an apple. 

‘The hunter who possesses the most 
heads is the finest fellow in the tribe. 
Old hunters, I have been told, have 
accumulated as many as a hundred 
heads during a litetirne of murderous 
forays. ‘ 

The First White Victime. 

\The: first white men to land upon 
these islands were a party of hardy 
sailors led by the great Spanish ex- 
plorer Mendana. Of the landing party 
only two escaped back to their ship: 
they Were attacked by the savages 
whe feil upon them, and carried them! 
off into the fmpenetrable jungle.

For 
years learned men debated the prob- 
lem’-of how these heads—they were 
earried back to Europe—had been re- 
‘duced to the size of the heads of 
dolls, No explanation seemed to 
meet tho facts. Rises 

‘The: Solomon ‘Islanders have never 
learned even the rudiments of agricul- 
ture, and they have had little need to 


bother with ft. The islands aro very 
fertile, though so damp as to be most 
unhealthy for Ruropeans. Yams, and 
coco-nut and tropic vegetables supply 
the needs of these savages. They 
have never learnt to raise corn. 


Warriors Alll 


For them the aim and end of life is 
to take life. They take life, so far as 
one can see, for the sake of taking it. 
It has been sald of them that they 
hunt other tribes—there are hundreds 
of tribes and all at enmity—from a 
gest and abundance of the warlike 
spirit. 

“put I formed another opinion myself 
after a year among them. When the 
Solomon Islander goes forth to do 
battle he is thinking first-and last of 
his kitchen. He wishos to slay his 
enemy in order to eat him! 

The islands totlay are a British Pro- 
tectorate with a white population of 
around five hundred. There are 150,- 
000 savages, some of whom have been 
cajoled {nto growing bananas and 
nuts in a half-hearted manner. But 
throughout the eleven thousand miles 


‘ofthe islands ,the proportion of 


ground cilittvated ia negligible. Noth- 
ing, no power on eartit,.can teach this 
savage the art of agricultife and hus- 
bandry. * 

It is sald of the gentle people of 


| Samoa that they are the Greeks of the 


Pacific. ‘I have lived among them; 
and I would say that they deserve 
that tribute. 

What can dne say of the Solomon 
Islander, unless one describes him as 
the hell-hound of the southern seas? 

Can one get into those dark Heads 
the first glimmerings of Christianity! 
It is utterly impossible. “ Dreamers, 
far from the ground, may say that 
faith ‘and works make all things pos- 
sible. 

Perhaps, but speaking as one who 
has seen the head-hunters of the Solo- 
mon Isles I can only say this, that af- 
ter all’ these years, tho net result of 
the civilizing contact with white men 
fa the present dastardly messacre of 
men, women and little children, 

Even a retired missionary is a man. 
There is one argument for these fel- 
lows: and it is now on the way to 
them, travelling at twenty knote an 
hour and carrying the guns that speak 
the language of death—a tongue these 
wretched savages understand. 


The Value of Dehorning. 


Experience has proved the great ad- 
vantage, from: every standpoint, of de- 
Horning commercial cattle. Horns-are 
always~ a handicap to such cattle. 
They Wid< to the cost of production 
and discount the selling value of the 
animals. Of course the ideal, method 
to follow is to. prevent the growth of 
horns in the calf, When steers are 
purchaased for feeding it is better to 
get ones already dehorned, otherwise 
they should be deliorned as’ soon ‘as 
possible. In a- pamphlet entitled De- 
horn Your Commercial) Cattle, which 
may, be obtained . from the Publica- 
tlons Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ure, Ottawa, the process of dehorning 
{s fully described. The operation, in 
the case of grown cattle, is to a cer- 
tain extent painful, but its advantages 
are so great that it should not bo dis- 
pensed= with. Where the cattle are 
fed loose, feeding them in mixed lots 
of horned and hornless animals should 
always be ayoilded, otherwise they 
will finish very unevenly. The horn- 
less cattle, after painful experience, 
become timid and refuse to come up 
tothe feeding racks or mangers until 
th bulk of the feed is gone. They be- 
come undernourished, while the horn- 
ed ones, eating too much, develop di- 
gestive troubles. Besides this, live 
stock shippers find that dehorned 
stock are more: easily loaded on the 
cars, show less shrinkage and. dam- 
age in transit, and are more econom!- 
cal of space, Cattle salesmen make 


more economically. A good type o! 
ouldoor shelter for this parpose ia 
described in’a Dominion Departmert 
of Agriculture pamphlet on: The Win- 
der Feeding of Beot Cattle tn Ontario. 
It consists of a single-boarded shed 
facing south, a large door in the front 
boing open at all times.

|FEEDING COWS FOR WINTER 
MILK PRODUCTION 


eo 

The aim in feeding for winter 
milk production is to produce the 
greatest-amount of milk and butter 
‘lat the least possible expense. In 
order to do this we must imitate, as 
closély as possible, conditions~dur- 
ing the early summer when there is 
abundance of palatable, succutent 
feed. 

he ration must be well balanced. 
That is, there must be sufficient pro- 
tein to balance the carbohydrates. 
Legume hay is usually the cheapest 
source of protein, Therefore, the 
dry roughage- should contain as 
large a percentage of either. clover 
or alfalfa Hay as possible. 

Succulent feeds keep the cows in 
good health. and are very palatable, 
therefore, either roots or silage 
should be fed to enable the cows to 
make the best use of the other feeds 
in the ration. 

For maximum milk production the 
ration should contain a liberal al- 
lowance of concentrates. Concen- 
trates. are usually the © expensive 
part of the ration. Therefore, in

PUTTING ASIDE SOIL 
FOR HOT-BEDS 


When &épring approaches thought 
is turned toward the hot-bed for 
starting ‘vegetables and flowering 
plants, but It very often happens 
that soil’ for the hot-bed has no* 
been set “aside and i8 not available, 
and as a fesult nothing is done. It 
ts wise, therefore, to prepare for the 
spring now, and to make up a Cone- 
shaped pile of suitable soi] ina con- 
yenient place, so that‘ it~will be rea- 
sonably dry and ready for spring 
work.. Or it may be put under 
cover in an outbullding in barrels. 
Any good friable loam is suitable 
for starting plants in. It is wise 
to use a soil that does not bake, or 
one containing considerable sand 
and decayed voge abie matter cr 
humus. The surface soli from a 
garden that has previously been well 
manured serves the r 
ably. Or, if the sel 
rotted manure should b> acted sal 
‘inixed.well with the soil, using 
about fifteen to-teen‘y per cent ot 
manure: Sods gatheres., during 
the summer and piled alterna 
with manure will, when cut down 
and well worked toge her, make ihe 
best hot-bed soil. If flates or shal- 
low boxes to grow the plants in are 
available it is not . necessary to put 
aside much soil, and usually .wo 
barrels will suffice to meet the xe- 
quirements for an ordinary garden. 
If on the other hand the soil is to be 
put into the hot-bed direct, twice as 
much will be necessary. 


Plants may also be started early 
in cold-frame. The frame is set 
in place now and six inches of good, 
rich, friable soil is placed in it. 
Over this leaves, straw, strawy ian- 
ure, or litter not. containing weed 
seeds is put to . keep out t frast. 
In the early spring this litter is re- 
moved and the sashes put on, and 
it will be found that in a short time 
the ground will nicely warm up, so 
that seeds of the hardier vegetables 
and flowers may be planted.

The Prince at Work. 


-So much for the public aspect of 
his day’s work. What of his day's 
work in York House at present and 
before long in Marlborough House? 
In theory the Prince should give his 
orders to the controller, who should 
pass them on to the competent officer 
or servant, but in practice he main- 
tains about the same omount of state 
as dogs any. other English gentleman 
with a large establishment. If he is 
giving & dinner he is quite likely to 
send for his chef to tell him in person 
what he wants onthe menu. If he has. 
bought a..new car the country is not 
likely to be thrown into a crisis if 
he goes out to the garage to look at it. 
Such state as he does keep is the 
result of the sheer value of work 
which pours onto him. 

His mai! is world-wide in its scope 
and is on every conceivable subject. 
It is always answered or acknowl- 
edged promptly, usually on the day 
it Is reteived, and anybody who has 
ever had occasion to d with any 
member of his staff knows the mill- 
tary precision which characterizes it. 
In addition to that part of his ordin- 
ary mail which has to be taken to 
him, the Prince has the drafts of his 
speecges to correct, and in the case 
o fa big speech, as any public speak- 
er knows, the mere correction of a 
written draft is not a small job. Quite 
apart from other considerations it 
would be a physical impossibility for 
him to write all his speeches himself. 
It would take too much time and too 
wide.a knowledge, for each is written 
to suit its occasion and reugires at 
least some acquaintance with tho 
time and place concerned. All ar- 
rangements for his engagements have 


part of his hosts, and.once made they 
have to be kept and kept literally to

Crime and Punishment in 
England 


“The prison population of Great 
Britain is under 10,000 and. the num- 
ber of prisoners serving sentences 
over fifteen years is infinitesimal,” 
states P. W. Wilson, former Member 
of the British Parliament, in Decem- 
ber Current History. “For fifty years 
the number of murders has been unt- 
form at about 150 per annum {fn spite 
of the fact that the population has in- 
creased. The death penalty is ap- 
plied only about-fifteen times a year.” 
Mr. Wilson attributes these good con- 
ditions to the fact that prompt arrest 
and trial may e taken for granted and 
there is unified enforcement of law 
with Judges appointed for life and ir- 
removable. The British police, more- 
over, are unarmed, and firearms in 
general are permitted only under a 
strict and personal license. The great 
efficiency in identification methods 
and detective work of Scotland Yard, 
“whose officials are appointed for life 
with prospect’ of pension and are 
thus far removed from political fn- 
fluence,” act as~a strong deterrent 
force ,as also does the known difi- 
culty of escape due to the guarding of 
frontiers and éoast lines throughout 
Europe e/ general.”

The Dead 


Major-General Sir Fabian Ware in 
the London Nineteenth Century and 
After: It would be a denial of every 
generous impulse of humanity not to 
believe that our dead have set up an 
impassable barrier against any pos- 
sible hostile contact between our- 
selves and our allies of the Great 
War; in hundreds of their towns and 
villages, which have given their 
names to’ victories and defeats, there

A Message of Hope 


“Cancer is Not Necessarily a 
Fatal Disease”’ is Slogan 
of Medicoes 


GOOD NEWS TO ALL 


The word of hope that should pre- 
face the appeal for. funds to carry 
forward cancer treatment and re- 
search is that “cancer is not necessar- 
ily a fatal disease.” This should not 
lead men or women who have any of 
the symptoms of the dreaded disease 
to postpone inquiry, fearing the 
worst, for the worst may after all be 
Prevented by prompt availing of the 
advice and, {f necessary, the treat- 
ment that may be had, even though 
the cause of the disease still baffles 
science. Here are some of the rays 
of hope inthe dark picture (not listed 
in the resolutions of the most authori- 
tative body of experts Probably ever 
gathered in America, the Internation- 
al Symposium on Cancer, whose pro- 
ceedings have been published in a 
volume which Dr. William H. Welch, 
“a first citizen in the scientific world,” 
has called epochal) : of 

First, it is not to be looked upon as 
contagious or infectious; 

Second, cancer itself is not heredi- 
tary, though there may be a certain 
susceptability through inheritance; 

Third, persons who have cancer 
must apply to competent physicians 
at a sufficiently early stage in order 
to have a fair chance of cure. In 
some forms carly treatment affords 
the only possibility. of cure; 

Fourth, even when indications of 
cancer are believed to ‘be possibly pre- 
sent, competent medical attention 
should be sought; 

Fifth, the most reliable forms of 
treatment—in fact the only ones as 
yet justified by experience and obser- 
vation—depend on surgery, radium 
and X-rays, 

Until man finds the cause of this 
insidious disease (and it is for carry- 
ing on such research that the fund 
is sought), that hope cannot be great- 
ly extended. It ‘is wrongly assumed

The agreement provided: 

1—Abolition of the forma) state of 
war that had existed between Poland 
and Lithuanifa since the seizure, 

2—Establishment of a frontier com- 
mission to investigate and control the 
military situation. _ It would consist 
of the British and Grénch military at- 
taches at Warsaw, Poland, and Koy- 
no, Lithuania and: German civilian re- 
presentatives. 

8—Lithuanta would agree promptly 

yrestore postal and telegraphic com- 

munication with Poland ‘and assure 
resumption of freedom of navigation. 
4—Revival of diplomatic and con- 
sular relations between the two coun- 
tries,

After adoption of the tentative pro- 
posal by the “big five” the Council 
began formal discussion of the Polish- 
Lithuanian dispute. Lithuania was 
represented by. Premier Voldemaras 
and Poland by Foreign Minister Za- 
leski. 

Voldemaras opened the discussion, 
demanding investigation of charges 
that Poland persecuted Lithuanians 
there. 

He declared that Poland had tried 
to foment a plot to overthrow the 
Lithuanian Government.
